— According to our Constitution and 
laws, women in India enj'oy significant equality with men in 
the maltor of educational and employment opportunities and 
political rights. The State is also empowered to make special 
provisions for women and children, under Article 15(3) of 
the Constitution. Despite theso provisions and the progress 
made since Independence, women suffer from disabilities and 
discrimination on account or historical, social and economic 
factors, 

2. The Committee on the Status of Women in India had 
emphasised the need for agencies for coordination, commu- 
nication and implementation of measures to improve the 
state of women in order to enable them to realise their 
rights and full potentialities for development Parliament had 
also directed the State to initiate a comprehensive programme 
of legislative and administrative measures to Improve the 
position of women. The National Committee on the Inter- 
nationa! Women’s Year with the Prime Minister as its 
President had recommended that a top level representative 
and broad based Committee bei set up to review the imple- 
mentation of a national plan of action for women. 

3. In order to advise the Government on (he measures to 
be taken to accelerate the involvement of women in the 
developmental process, and to improve their de facto position, 
the Government of India have resolved to appoint a National 
Committee on Women.
